The Americans hope that if 
the Israeli Cabinet does not endorse 
the Shultz plan, it will at least avoid 
any formal rejection of it.

Serious move made to quell uprising 


About 350 Palestinian activists 
from the West Bank and Gaza have 
been placed under administrative 
detention during the last week. 

This is the largest number of ad- 
ministrative detainees to be held at 
one time since 1967. Security 
sources estimate that the IDF has 
now apprehended the majority of 
those polling the strings of the inti- 
fada (uprising) in the central towns 
and refugee camps in the territories. 

During the previous wave of ar- 
rests, at the end of December, the 
bulk of those arrested were youths 
who actually took part in demon- 
strations and stone-throwing. At 
that time, the IDF deported five 
activists believed to be the leaders of 
the intifada. 

The December arrests had little 
effect on the Palestinian rioters, 


since the intifada was gathering mo- 
mentum and the main activists had 
not been arrested . 
The decision to deport the activ- 
ists added fuel to the fire.

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Pressure is 
growing on 
Noriega 

to quit 


PANAMA CITY. (AP) - Tens of 
thousands of Panamanians stayed 
off their jobs for a third straight day 
yesterday, increasing pressure on 
military strongman Gen. Manuel 
Antonio Noriega to leave the 
country. 

Opposition leaders scheduled a 
funeral yesterday for a man who 
died from a shotgun blast in violent 
anti-Noriega protests last week. It 
was the first fatality of the month- 
long crisis in Panama that started 
with Noriega’s indictment in the 
U.S. on narcotics trafficking 
charges. 

The general's opponents hailed 
the success of the nationwide gener- 
al strike, predicting it would contin- 
ue to grow until Noriega had no 
choice but to leave. 

The strike intensified Tuesday af- 
ter the opposition rejected Norie- 
ga’s offer to resign before elections 
scheduled for next year in exchange 
for a vaguely defined national 
dialogue. 

Food supplies dwindled Tuesday 
and Noriega again rejected a U.S. 
cal] for him to surrender power and 
50 into exile. “I am a Panamanian, 
not a gringo.” Noriega said after 
meeting Tuesday with a small group 
of union supporters. “Let the world 
know we are fighting the ultimate 
battle for dignity and against 
colonialism.” 

An estimated 90 per cent of of- 
fices and industries were shut down 
by the strike. Most shops and stores 
were closed, public transportation 
was halted and many government 
employees did not go to work. By 
nightfall, the streets of Panama City 
were nearly deserted. 


Liberian coup 
plot foiled 


MONROVIA (Reuter) -- Liberia's 
security forces set out yesterday to 
track down a group accused of plot- 
ting against the government. A 
statement from the Information 
Ministry said that on March 16 the 
government had foiled a conspiracy 
to topple and kill President Samuel 
Doe -- but had the situation under 
control. 

Twelve people were arrested. 
Seven are still at large, being hunted 
by the army and police. A large 
quantity of weapons, ammunition 
and uniforms were seized at a house 
in Monrovia, the capital. 


 Ttie statement said the 19 suspects 
include three leaders of the small 
Liberia Unification Party (LUP). 2 
banned opposition movement, and 
at least two army captains and four 
other soldiers. LUP leader Gabriel 
Kpolleh, a schoolteacher from the 
Kpelleh tribe of central Liberia, is 
listed among the people involved in 
the March 16 events. 

Last week's reported plot is the 
latest in a series of abortive attempts 
to remove Doe, a former army ser- 
geant who shot to power eight years 
ago in Africa’s oldest republic. An 
assassination attempt against Doe in 
April 1985 led to the execution of 
the deputy commander of the presi- 
dential guard.

Budget for 1988/89 
will name bodies 
allocated funds

The major factions in the Knesset 
Finance Committee yesterday de- 


cided to include in the state budget ganiza 


for the coming fiscal year a list of the 
party-affiliated institutions that are 
to be allocated funds. 

This unprecedented move is de- 
signed to bypass the requirement 
that those seeking state funding 
meet the same criteria. 

It is the first time that oad oa 
ing specific recipients, rather than 
eo uses, has been included in 
the budget. The list was approved 
along with the NIS 51 billion state 
budget for fiscal 1988/89 at the end 
of two lengthy days of deliberations 
and deals between the factions. 

The allocations made to those in 
the list. compiled by the Likud and 
the Labour Party, will cost the tax- 
payer NIS 6 million. Its inclusion in 
the state budget is meant to circum-~ 
vent a possible petition to the High 
Court of Justice against the alloca~ 
tion of funds to specific bodies. 

On Sunday, following a petition 
by MK Yair Tsaban (Mapam). the 
court issued an interim injunction 
blocking funds during the current 
fiscal year to bodies appearing on a 
list drawn up by the Knesset Finance 
Committee. 


The court blocked the allocations 
after Tsaban's attorney argued that 
the beneficiaries did not meet the 
ctiteria for state subventions and 
that singling them out for special 
treatment constituted 
discrimination. 

Nommally, institutions are eligible 
for government funding only if they 
fulfil the criteria laid down by the 
various ministries. The bodies ap- 
pearing in the Finance Committee's 
list, however, were slated to receive 
money without meeting any criteria. 

The list of Likud and Laboar bod- 
ies to receive money includes about 
50 institutions for each, with alloca- 
tions ranging from NIS 5.000 to 
ΝΙΝ 700,000. On the Labour side, 
Beit Beri and its arts centre will get 
NIS 700,000 and NIS 380,000, re- 
spectively; Sapir College is to get 
NIS 180,000; and the Golda Meir 
Memorial Association and Beit Yi- 
gal Alon are both to receive 
NIS 100,000; Na’amat will receive 
NIS 230,000 for its day care centres; 
the Musa Harif Memorial will get 
NIS 150,000, and the Amal Educa- 


tional Network will receive 


NIS 100.000.

Mr. Rabin seems to believe that this is ponies. ΕΣ Briefing the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee this week, he 
suggested that the rioters in Judea, Samaria and Gaza were 
nearing exhaustion. A number of deterrent and punishing 
measures, legal as well as administrative and economic, he 
said, had recently been adopted which he thought would bring 
the level of violence in the territories down to a minimum in a 
matter of weeks. 

These new measures are not calculated to entirely please 
Mr. Rabin’s critics on the Right. But they go some way 
towards meeting their demands for a much harsher crack- 
down on the Palestinian malefactors, whether directly or by 
driving a wedge between them and the more reasonable 
majority sympathetic to their nationalist aims. most 
strikingly innovatory of these measures is the authorization 
granted to soldiers to shoot-and-kill rioters who clearly threat- 
en their lives by throwing firebombs at them — and to Jewish 
settlers who find themselves in similarly dire straits. 

Put settlers in soldiers’ shoes ? The defence minister must 
have known that his decision would come under fire. He was 
thus careful, in his briefing of the Knesset committee, to draw 
a distinction between the settler leaders and those he described 
as marginal elements, the former being rather more responsi- 
ble a bunch than the latter. The distinction may be conceded, 
but it does not necessarily signify much of a difference. 

The settlers who, as Mr. Rabin himself testified, had on 
three or four recent occasions to be stopped by the army 
from, or while, breaking into Arab villages, cannot all have 
been Kach activists, while in Kiryat Arba one out of three 
among the town leaders are in fact Meir Kahane aides. And is 
the redoubtable head of the Binyamin Regional Council, 
Pinhas Wallerstein, who is yet to face charges for the killing of 
an Arab who stoned — stoned, not firebombed — his car two 
months ago, a marginal element, or a settler leader ? 

When Greater Israel vigilantes, certain of their political 
neat-immunity to the criminal process, are invested with regu- 
lar military rights, it is not the restoration of even a modicum 
of law | order that may be expected but a regular, all-out 
Arab-Jewish war. Which is the consummation most devoutly 
wished by the policy-making hard-core among the settlers. 


Protecting human dignity 


NOT all the news is depressing these days: as witness the giant 
stride taken by the Knesset this week in reforming a small but 
crucial section of the Penal Code. What parliament has done, 
largely at the instigation of its leading champion of civil rights, 
Shulamit Aloni, was to banish ancient prejudice and the denial 
of personal freedom from the civil law bearing on matters of 
sexual conduct. 

The law as amended is not a chartex of unchecked sexual 
freedom. Its main purpose is to license sexual relations, re- 
gardless of kind, between cUnsenting adults, and at the same 
time to protect the victims of sexual coercion and to stiffen the 
penalties for it. Thus the maximum jail term for rape under 

vated circumstances is now to be 20 years, and the 
identity of a rape victim can from now on be disclosed only 
with her, or his, permission. 

His permission ? That’s right. Homosexual rape is treated in 
the revised law the same as heterosexual rape. But sexual 
relations between consenting adult males, which were banned 
in the old Jaw, are now a matter of no legal concern whatever. 

In her prolonged effort to legalize homosexual relations as 
such, MK Aloni was building on the ground laid years ago by 
the former Supreme Court justice, Haim Cohn. As attorney- 
general in the 1950s, Justice Cohn ordered the police not to 
prosecute homosexuals who confined their practices to con- 
senting adult mates. In 1964, when already a member of the 
top bench, he issued the ringing declaration that the so-called 
law of nature invoked by moralists in their fight against 
aberrant sexual conduct, could well take care of itself; and that 
what was in urgent need of protection was “the dignity, free- 
dom and person of man.” 

For all that the aw proscribing homosexual relations re- 
mained on the books, and it kept exercising a baneful influ- 
ence on society by promoting discrimination against homosex- 
uals. With its rescission by the Knesset, despite the widespread 
execration of homosexuality by religious as well as non-reli- 
gious people, Israel has Stepped into a new era of enlighten- 
ment.
